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Obama winds up nuclear 
summit with 35-nation pledge

Thirty-Eve countnes pledged 
Tuesday to step up nuclear 
secunly, backing a global 
dnve spearheaded by US 
President Barack Obania to 
prevent dangerous matenals 
falling into the hands of ter- 
ronsts. 

Wrapping up the tliird bi¬ 
ennial Nuclear Security Sum¬ 
mit (NSS), which gathered 
togetlier53 countnes, Obama 
urged world leaders to work 
closer together to stop nu¬ 
clear terronsm that he 
dubbed "the most immediate 


and extreme threat to global 
secunty" 

"It IS important for us not 
to relax but ratlier accelerate 
OUT efforts over tlie next two 
years, sustain momentum so 
that we hnish strong in 
3D16'h said the US leader, 
when he will host a return 
meeting. 

"Given the catastrophic 
consequences of even a sin¬ 
gle attack, we cannot afford 
to be complacent," he 
stressed. 

Dutch Pnme Minister 
Mark Rutte, hosting the talks, 
said that "nisgor steps" had 
been taken in terms of the 
tliree main goals of the sum¬ 
mit reducing tlie amount of 
dangerous nuclear matenal; 
improving the security 
around this matenal and bol¬ 
stering mlemational cooper¬ 
ation on the nuclear is sue. 

And in a joint statement 
unveiled with much fanfare 
on the sidelines of the NSS, 
35 of the 53 countries 
pledged to work closer to- 
getlier and submit to "p eer re¬ 
views peno die ally" of their 
sensitive nuclear security 
regmies. 

Tlie nations -- including 
Israel, Kazalthstan, Morocco 
and Turkey but not Russia -- 
vowed to "realise or exceed"

ROME (AFP) - US Secretary of State John Kerry will travel 
to Amman Wednesday, interrupting a visit to Italy to meet with 
Palestinian president Malimud Abbas as a deadline looms for 
reaclimg a peace deal with Israel. 

Kerry's surprise trip aims "to continue to narrow the gaps be¬ 
tween the parties". State Department spokeswoman Jen Psaki 
said Tuesday a tacit acknowledgement of the difficulties bo g- 
ging down the negotiations. 

Tie US diplomatic cluef would also be in touch witli Israeli 
Pnme Minister Benjamin Nelanyaliu "over the phone or by 
video conference", she added. 

Kerry coaxed the two sides back to the negotiating table in 
July after a tliree-year hiatus, but tlie talks have stumbled as 
he has sought to hammer out an agreed framework to guide 
tlie next few months.

Veteran Radio Announcer Roberto Geerman

□RANJESTAD - Aruba's 
has its fair share of radio sta¬ 
tions and "DJ's" for such a 
small island, but an icon of 
the industry and dS-year vet¬ 
eran of the aiiivays, from the 
days when tliere was only 
AM radio, is Roberto Geer¬ 
man, who goes far beyond 
playing mu sic, prefernng the 
moniker of 'Radio An¬ 
nouncer. " 

Roberto stopped by THE 
MORNING NEWS office 
for a pleasant chat about the 
evolution of island radio and 
his career. Looking back on 
the many events he hosted, 
and some of the greater tri¬ 
umphs^ he grew nostalgic, 
even though he is now seri¬ 
ously considsnng retirement 
firom full-time broadcasting. 

Fresh out of school at 19, 
P^oberto was examing Ins op¬ 
tions, witli little idea of what 
he wanted to do His father 
infonned him he should "get 
a job or gel out"' His mother 
loved listening to an AM sta¬ 


tion called P^adiD Antilleana, and had 
heard an announcement tliey were 
seeking an announcer, so encouraged 
Roberto to inqiure. " I thought," he re¬ 
calls, "what do I know about being a 
radio announcer?" Considering him¬ 
self shy and retiring, he had his trepi¬ 
dations, "but it was a chance for 
something to do^ so I decided to 
apply.' 

Recruiting for Uie job was Morgan 
An'indel, who was interested in 
Roberto and willmg to train lum, after 
an audition. "They gave me some 
news off tlie telex, which is all we had 
at the time, to read and study before tap¬ 
ing. I took one glance and told tliem I did¬ 
n't need time, I was ready.' he recounts,' 
and I guess lliey were very impressed. 1 
got the job and Morgan told me "You are 
a natural." They taught lum to understand 
tlie equipment and the fine points of 
broadcasting, and his two-month tnal pe¬ 
riod turned into a lifetime calling. 

Tlie rest IS history for islanders as P^.□be^to became a famil¬ 
iar voice on the few Id cal stations operating at the time. Even¬ 
tually he joined the staff of a new station. Radio Carina, winch 
was delving into 'more modern' music. Until then, the two 
local stations, Canal 9D and Radio Kelkboom played either 
classical and show music instrumentals or traditional island 
sounds. He was one of the first on the Canna staff, working 
there in the morning, then back to F^adio Antilleana to broad¬ 
cast in the afternoon. He has the distinction of being one of 
tlie only radio announcers to he heard twice a day on different 
stations, and has simultaneously broadcasted sporting event 
commentary on as many as four stations at a time. He also did 
a stint Cani 90. 

Though he did not intend it, sports casting is one announc¬ 
ing genre for wluch Roberto demonstrated a particular gift. 'I 
am crazy about sports," he confessed, and that passion and ex¬ 
citement was conveyed to his listeners as he gave the play-by- 
play on the fields Another of his passions is carnival music, 
wluch has earned lum the nickname "Wikipedia of Caiso and 
Soca," (Calypso and Roadmarch) tlie two musical genres con¬ 
sider essential to cariuval, fi)r wluch their is an aiuiual grand 
contest lasting four evemngs. His lughtly coverage, and his in- 
credihle knowledge of past winners and competitors has made 
lus reporting on the event lively and infomiative 

When Roberto began lus career on radio he established a 
tradition that made him "the voice of the New Year,"-sort of 
an Aruban Dick Clark, for a major portion of the island. He 
would host a "Midnight Countdown,’' to the changeover, a 
very important service as islander's waited for lus' Happy New 
Year!" to light tlie traditional pagara, a giant role offirecrack-

ers. Tins is Aruba's way of 
saying farewell to the old and 
welcoming the new. He 
wryly notes tliat in lus entire 
radio career, he has never 
been with lus own family for 
tlus tradition. 

Even so, Roberto consid¬ 
ers New Year's Eve a decade 
past perhaps the greatest 
highpoint of a radio career 
marked by scores of acco¬ 
lades and awards, such as 
Aruba's Top Disc Jockey and 
Top Producer. He was doing 
his usual 90-nunute New 
Year's Eve broadcast, but it 
was the silver anniversary of 
the program. Only a few 
minutes before midmght, he 
received a call fi'om his ba ss, 
Aldnck Croes, a producer 
and broadcaster as well, who 
told lum tliere was "impor¬ 
tant breaking news, which 
we must announce immedi¬ 
ately." Roberto reports he 
was tlunking, "oh no, not 
now!" 

When Aldnck was con¬ 
nected wa telephone, he told 
tlie listening audience tlie 
"important news"" was that 
Roberto was celebrating his 
25th year of counting down 
to niidmght, and he was now 
connected to and broadcast¬ 


ing through every single 
radio station on tlie island. '*If 
I had to pick any one iiiomeiit 
in my long career that partic¬ 
ularly stands out iii my mind, 
above Eill, tlus would have to 
be it," he asserts. 

F^oberto is now heard 
every morning firom 10. DO to 
11:00 AM, Monday tlurough 
Friday, on Radio Galactica 
(Gfiii) 99.9, where he has 
worked since 2002. He also 
does the news at firom 6:25 to 
3:00 AM, filling in island 
commuters on current events 
His Saturday program from 
3:00 to 10:30 AM particu¬ 
larly focuses on Canbbean 
music. 

Though now strongly con¬ 
sidering cutting back on his 
airtime, F-obert admits he 
could never give it up en¬ 
tirely, and his fans will most 
likely still hear lum bringing 
them sports action and the 
annual Caiso and Soca 
Monarch contest 

"When I have the micro¬ 
phone in my hand, I am a dif¬ 
ferent person, much more 
outgoing and connected to 
my listeners. I don't think I 
could ever give that up."

Nearly a tentli — 9.4 per¬ 
cent -- of tlie world's popula¬ 
tion has lower back pain, 
with the prevalence lughest 
in Western Europe, followed 
by North Africa and tlie Mid¬ 


dle East, and the lowest in 
the Canbbean and Latin 
Amenca, a study found The 
frgure includes children. 

Lower back pain also ac¬ 
counts for a third of all 
work-related disability, ac- 
cordinglo another investiga¬ 
tion. 

People aged between ^5 
and 55 are most at risk, espe¬ 
cially farmworkers, winch 
had a fourfold higher prob a¬ 


bility of lower back pain 
compared witli workers in 
other sectors. 

The data comes from a 
massive 2 DIO overview 
called the Global Burden of 
Disease, which looked at ill 
heal til in 137 countnes.

Health costs of China's polluted air 
'up to $300 bn a year' 


BEIJING (AFP) - Premature 
deaths and health problems 
from air pollution cos! China 
as much as $300 billion a 
year, an official report said 
Tuesday, calling for a new 
urbanisation model for the 
world's second-largest 
economy. High mortality lev¬ 
els and other heafth prob¬ 
lems from China's notorious 
air pollution are estimated to 
cost the country from StOO 
billion to more than $300 bu¬ 
tton a year, said the report, which was 14 months in the making. Writing in the Lancet 
m December, former Chinese health minister Chen Zhu cited studies showing air pol¬ 
lution caused up to 500,000 premature deaths a year in China. Tuesday's report said 
the longterm consequences could include birth defects and impaired cognitive func¬ 
tions because young children and infants are severely affected by poor air quality. 
China's rapid urbanisation over the last three decades - a key part of its economic 
boom - has avoided some common ills such as large-scale slums and unemployment, 
the report said. China's Premier Li Keqiang vowed to "declare war" on pollution at the 
country's annual legislative gathering this month, and announced new measures to 
add to a raft of others issued over the past year

But the Obama admimstra¬ 
ti on, winch has exempted re¬

To Jubilation from the Israeli 
media, a spokeswoman for the British rock icons said 
the band will perform in Tel Aviv's Hayarkon Park on 
June 4 as part of its forthcoming European tour. But a 
spokesman for the Palestinian Boycott, Divestment and 
Sanctions committee noted that the Stones had been 
vocal opponents of racial segregation in South Attica, 
saying Israel also practices apartheid.

Analysts concerned after 
Brazil rating downgrade 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil 
must convince markets that it 
can grow its economy while 
also slash spending and cur¬ 
tail inflation, analysts said 
after the country's credit rat¬ 
ing sunk to near junk status. 

The Central Bank said 
Brazil would respond "'ro¬ 
bustly" to global economic 
challenges after Standard & 
Poor's lowered its credit rat¬ 
ing to BBB-, the lowest level 
for investment grade debt. 

S&P however descnhed 
Brazil's overall outlook as 
stable. 

Hie downgrade was "in¬ 
consistent" with economic 
conditions and "does not re¬ 
flect Brazil's solid perform¬ 
ance and fundamentals," the 
finance ministry said in a 
statement late Monday. 

Analysts warn that they see 
hard times aliead for the 
World Cup and Olympic 


hosts, with one indicating 
that strong 2004-!i01D growtli 
had been on the coattails of 
strong demand from China 

"Having enjoyed yeai's of 
'easy growth' in 2004-1D, 
driven by Chinese demand, 
absorption of surplus labor 
and credit growth, the gov¬ 
ernment and congress have 
not pursued structural re- 
fonns to sustain growtli," said 
Robert Wood, Brazil analyst 
with Economist Intelligence 
Unit. 

Without policy adjust¬ 
ments in 2015, "the outlook 
will deten orate fiirther," 
Wood said. 

fiao Paulo University's 
Manuel Ennquez Garcia said 
that the years of strong 
growth fueled hopes that 
Brazil could become a major 
economic force Now this 
hope "has been lost due to 
poor management of public 


accounts and a fall off in 
growtli," he said. 

Austin Plating's cluef econ¬ 
omist Alex Agostim added: 
"Tliere is no confidence that 
Brazil will control public 
spending and manage to 
bring down inflation in an 
election year." 

Growtli ill Brazil has fallen 
off after peaking at 7 5 per¬ 
cent ill 201D. In tins World 
Cup year the government is 
forecasting growtli of 2.5 per¬ 
cent, though markets are less 
optimistic. 

Brazil is also stuttenng of 
late on trade, with a 2013 
trade surplus of just S2.56 
billion, its lowest in 13 years 

The Central Bank said tliat, 
ill response, it would com¬ 
bine macroeconomic auster¬ 
ity, exchange rate flexibility 
and use of liquid reserves to 
keep share price volatility in 
check. 


US says Bitcoin is taxable as 
property, not a currency 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Tlie US tax authority on 
Tuesday ruled that Bit com 
\vill be taxed as property, like 
stocks or real estate, rather 
than as a basic currency like 
the dollar 

Issuing tlie ruling just 
weeks before the April £5 
deadline for paying 2013 
taxes, the Internal Pv.evenue 
Service may have dealt a set¬ 
back to tliose wanting the on¬ 
line money to be officially 
recognized as a currency, like 
the dollar 

But the ruling benefited in¬ 


vestors who could end up 
being taxed at a lower rate on 
gains tiley make from trading 
virtual currencies like Bit- 
coin. 

"In some environments, 
virtual currency op erates like 
'real' currency," the IP^S said. 

" But it does not have legal 
lender status in any junsdic- 
lioii" 

As property, the gams 
made on Bitcoin and other 
virtual currencies sold after 
being held for more than a 
year would face a tax of 15 
percent or 20 percent, de- 


p ending on the p erson's 1 evel 
of income 

But any gains on Bitcoin 
traded in less than one year 
will be treated as income, 
which can be taxed at a sig¬ 
nificantly higher rate. 

The IRS also made clear 
that anyone paid for services 
m Bitcoin or other virtual 
currencies have to report it as 
income. 

It said that in reporting, file 
taxpayer would have to value 
Bitcoin in dollars based on 
" fair m arkel value," p o ssibly 
using the rate on an ex¬ 
change. 


Facebook buying virtual reality 
firm Oculus for $2 bn 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Face- 
book said Tuesday it was 
buying Oculus, a specialist in 
virtual re^ality teclinology, for 
about $2 billion in cash and 
shares. 

Facebook said it would 
build on Oculus' teclinology, 
including a virtual reality 
headset aimed at gamers, 
seeking to use it in other 
areas such as communica¬ 
tions, educafion, and enter¬ 
tainment. 

Hie deal will comprise 


$400 niilhon in cash and 23.1 
million Facebook shares to 
Oculus shareholders, the so¬ 
cial network said. 

It called Oculus the leader 
rn immersrve virtual reality 
technology with a strong fol¬ 
lowing among developers. 

Hie company has already 
garnered more than 75,000 
orders for the $350 develop¬ 
ment kits for the Oculus Rift 
headset.

yond gaming are in fiieir nas¬ 
cent stages, several industnes 
are already experimenting 
witli the technology."
